127 cases (incomplete), 48 deaths; tuberculosis, 5 localities — 11 cases 
(incomplete), 9 deaths; total, 531 cases, 74 deaths. 

Mortality. — Incomplete returns of mortality from 15 counties, with 
21 cities, 8 incorporated towns, and 23 villages, with an estimated pop- 
ulation of 142,500 reporting, show a total of 238 deaths from all causes, 
representing a death rate of 16.76 per thousand. 

Notwithstanding that reports of contagious diseases were received 
from 25 fewer localities than during the month of November, the cases 
and deaths due to pneumonia are shown to be increasing at an alarm- 
ing rate. 

Scarlet fever is increasing in prevalence and strict quarantine and 
disinfection should be enforced in all cases.
